The Coming War.
From the World,

The English and French journals are indulg
ing in predigtions with regard o the coming war
in Europe. There i 4 remarkable unanimity in
the opinions expresscd, and the following from
the London Specfator summarizes very fairly the
£ eneral impression:—

“‘Ihe Austnian army i8 the largest, the oldest, and
the best provided with cavalry, but Austris uas never
wou, her soldiers we armed oniy with the rifle, and
sbe has Lbut ao indifferent artillery. The Italian
army is now, but it has enthusinsm, guns, and Giale
dimi; whle the Frussinns, with mierior cavalry, aud
An organzation too mflexible 1or the feld, have a
rifle whroh will fire three tumes to the Austrian onco,
aud that feutome stuobboronoess, wiach, like (ron,
only hardens under blows, The victory should be
with moral forer; but if the Austrians pursue tne
pohey, visibie to every line of the Kawser's st de-
speicl, ol finding in Prusas iisell the compensation
for Veuice, the moral foree bicomes neary oqua,
anao the burden will nitmately fali upon the petty
Sintes, whose Governments aro uow protestiiug 50
eagerly that the eagles shall fighe it out, winle bawk
nud erow and jay 100k on inanactive but tremulons
sdmiration i be Austrinn idea, it is evideus, ¥ to
thrash italy and purcender Venice, to theash Prussia
ana keep such & shee of ber possess.o s as shall,
when North Germany 18 unlted, leave South Gor-
muny stil an equa: German power, and it is by no
means impossible that thus idea may be realized,”

Bpeculations of this kind are tempuing, but
fallacious, Waur is so complex & game thut
where the numbers are at all equal it Is not sate
to predict. The war, from the nuture ol things,
mugt be short; and as there 18 no ereat disparity
ol atrength, the v:muryh #ill probably lie with
the GeneralinChief who show.: the most skilt
und juoagment. On tlas point it Is idle to
anticipate the future, Great wars have been so
rare recently in Europe that the geperals now
at the head ol the varous armies are compars-
tively untried In operations mvolving the hand-
ling ol Immense masses of men (n actual cor-
flict; hence there are no data to gaide us in
determng whether Benedek or Cialdin is the
best general,

Thut 18 the point 1 dispute which this war s
to ~ettle, As the Prussidn armies are to be com-
manded by woe princes of the royal blood, the
odds would seem to be 'on the side ol Aus
tria, as the army of the latier s under the cowm-
mund ol a good soldler, who, with bis nssocistes,
has had the advaniage of actual experience in o
greal war in 1869, The Damsh war was too
small an allair to bave taught moch to the Prus-
S1HN8,

With regard (0 this war, there is but one feel-
g i this country. We hope it will be snort,
aud that Italy will get Venetin. The whipping
of Prussia by Austra, or Ausiria by Prus<, 18
a matter to us of protonnd lodifference, ns in
reither case oan we see any sadvantuge to
humanity.

hen Congrese assembled the House econ-
gistea of forty-ome Democrats, led by Mr.
Brooks, fifty-three conservative Republicans,
led by Mr., Kavwond, and cleven Republicans
who always voled with the Demovorfats—one
hundred and tve in al—besides sevenly-nine
radiculs led by Mr. Stevens, It s evident from
these Hgures thal the Demaocrats and corserva-

Congress the radicals were ready (or action, and
the conservatlives, under Ravmond snd Seward,

und the rest

The iirst und greateat mistake made, others
soon ollowed, Ow the 18th of January the bill
imposing uncond tionnl negro suilrage upon the
District of Columbia came up. The conservallve
Iepublicans tried to awend 1, 50 as to make the
sullrage conditional, as President Jobuson de-
sired, aud Mr, Hale, ol New York, made a mo-
tion to that eflect, This the radizals opposed,
and Mr. Brooks, who pretended to support the
President, yoted with Fhad, Stevens azainst dMr.
Hale's motion to recommil the ll.  Here there
were eights-two radical votes, fiffy-three con-
servative Republiean votes, wnd thirty five Demos
cratic votes. It the conservatives and Domocrats
had voted together they would bave beaten Jhe
radicals by six votes; but Mr. Brooks led
the Democrat: over to Thad,
s0 defeated Mr, Hale's motion, Then the ball
116 lo 64, Nineteen conservaiive Republicans
voted with the Democrats agamst the bill; but
Mr, Raymond was not among them. Had he
led biis tollowers to a uunlon with Mr. Brooks,
the bill would bhave been kilied. Tnis one
instance shows that Mr. Brooks, a Democrat,
practically asssred to impose nogro suflrage
upon the Distriet of Columbig
Raymond first voted tor conditional negro suf-
trage, and ageingt Stevens, und then turned a
short corner and voted with Stevens in lavor
ol uncopditional negro suffrage. Mr. Brooks
was removed from his seut belore he could do
much fortber mischiie’; but we cuarae that in |
thus playing inte the hands of the radicals, and |
refusing to unite his forees with the conserva-

He bhas exacted
nothing which the war had not rendered inevi-
table. He hss done absolutely nothing that ne
could aveld doing to wenken the cluss whose
very existence he often mformed us was a
standing menace to our politieal system. He
has confiscated no man's property, and il ue bas
reiused pardon to any of his dreadful *$20,000
men,” as part ol a system infended to impove-
rieh aud break up this class, we have yet to hear
of if.

Now, it may be that the course he has actually
tuken has been wiser than the one be tirst iraced
out tor himsell, 1t way be that hig wild gpecches
ol last winter embody more wisdom that his
wild gpeeches of fast summer, but how are we
to know thig? Has he, with thix sudden change
in opinions fresh belore our eyes, not been usk-
ing a vast dea! too much in asking us to believe
he was best fitted to do the work of reconstruc-
tlon? It his views in May were worthless, what
reason was fhere, we ask in the name of common
sense, lor supporing that his viewe in October
or November were any better? Is it safe to
trust o man with any task ol statesmanship who
gives you plainly to nonderstand that the words
be uttered, stunding by bis predecessor's
grave, with the most awful responsibility
])rwmug ppon him, and a whole nation
voking up to him with & cootidence that
now seems childish, were but as idle wind, to be
repudiated or forgotten on the morrow, without
even an excuse or an explanarion, If Mr. John-
gon meant, after his accession to the Presidency,
to earry out the policy which he then traced,
his subsequent course shows him to possess so
little judegment, o hittle knowledge on the only

| subject in the whole range of human knowledge

of which anybody expected him to know any-
thing, that it would have been madness for Con.
mess o have let him bave his way, If he did
not mean to do so, his subsequent course fur-
nishes an lusiration of his dishonesty too pain-
tul to make comment on 1t possible.

He had, when he took office, oue of
the tinest opportunities that ever presented Hself
to a statesmun, Other men, of #s5 mean begin-
nings as he, have reached dignities perhaps as
lofty; but we doubt if' there s a case In hastory
where 8 man has found himsell armed with
power which there was o little temptation to
use for wean, or base, or unjust ende, He had
a whole nation at Lis back, still «ecthing with
the excitement of a coutest which sutfering had

mrified, which, begun in love of country, every

attle and march bad helped to raise into a
cruside for simple freedom, simple justice,
simple humanmty, He found the Awmerican
people in perhaps the noblest mood to which
which any people has ever risen—to which,
perhaps, in our lfgtime this prople will ever
risc—itinglneg iz armies, 1= trensure, at his leet,
and mhog its blessings on s hend, and nsking
bim to see to it thas the last vestige of contra-
diction between its primeiples and its practics
was removed, and to proclaim to the world (hat
the pational recognition of the equality of men
which the aetors in 1he first revolution had put
on paper, the actors in this revolunion had em-
bodied in theirlaw. He let the soldén mowent
slip away; took to mumbling before hus old idols
the old mcautations; saw ithe zeal which had
sccomplished so much, and #tood ready to ne-
complish ko much more, cool down belore his
eyes: saw the economicnl sud calounlstors nnd
money-changers go buck to their books, and
esme down 1rom his emine 1oe to devote himselt
to the construction of *‘his policy,” the exac!
nature of which, probably, nobody will be able
in ten years to remember, and which will leave
about 'ns much trace on the history of the
country as the Ssturday specches in the House
of Representatives,
